Every year at this season we repro¬ 
duce the following for the benefit of 
spring whitewashes: "Take half a 
j bushel of lime, slack it with boiling 
water, cover during the process to keep 
| in steam, strain the liquid through a 
i fine sieve or strainer, and add to it a 
I peck of salt, previously dissolved in 
warm water, three pounds of ground 
| rice boiled to a thin paste and stirred in 
| while hot, half a pound of clean glue, 
j previously dissolved by soaking in cold 
water, and then hanging over a slow 
fire in a small pot hung in a larger one 
filled with water. Add five gallons of 
hot water to the mixture, stir well, 
and let stand for a few days, covered 
from dirt. It should be applied hot, 
for which purpose it can be kept ii a j 
kettle or portable furrace. 

"The Ctlorii g may be added as 
desired. For cream color add yetlow , 
ochre; pearl lead, add lampblack or

that was all the better as we had to ' 
tramp the wheat out with horses. We 
would clean off a treading floor, mak¬ 
ing it as smooth and hard as possible. 
The iheaves were then laid around in i 
regular order, heads in. and the boys ] 
were placed upon the horses, each with | 
a horse to lead and w.e had to be very 
careful to guide our horses and keep 
them on the grain or the old colored { 
man standing by with wooden pitch- 1 
fork in • hand 'would as a general re- 1 
minder give us a slap across the back. 
In this, way we would often get out 
two or three hundred bushels of wheat 
and frequently a rain clond would come 
up and then all was hurry to get the 
straw off and the wheat swept to the 1 
center. This we did with brush-broom. 
The wheat was then covered with 
straw. But every hill was not lev^l 
enough for a treading floor. In one 
instance a man not finding a suitable 
place elsewhere selected a smootn, flat 
rock in the creek bed which was suffi¬ 
ciently large for the purpose. This he 
used fora number of years. But on 
one occasion when he returned from 
dinner he was horrified af seeing his 
wheat swept away. A heavy rain cloud 
had suddenly , come up and put the 
creek on a boom. 

When the wheat was "tramped out" 
we would get out the farming mill 
which was turned with a crank by hand 
and run the wheat through it to sepa¬ 
rate the wheat from the chaff. Though 
the process was somewhat tedious the 
wheat was well cleaned. 

Let us now tum to the com field 
Our new grounJ fields produced large 
crops of corn in those days and we' 
often haJ corn-shucking?, or as the j 
western people say. "Husking Bees." 
These were sources of great delight(to I 
the darkies). The corn was gathered 
and thrown into great hegps, and the 
boys and the colored folks were invited | 
1 in. This was always done at night. 
They would get into a race and somej 
one would start an “Old Virginia com 
song." I wish now that our boys could | 
hear the negroes sing an old “com j 
song" just as they sung them then, i 
for I know it would amuse them. But 
one indespensable feature on these oc¬ 
casions was the little brown jug. This 
was passed arounti while at work and 
again at supper time, and after supper. 
Such dancifig and antics and singing. 
Well it was a sight to see, or at least 
it would be now. And after all this, 
the crowd did not break up with a 
drunken row but they dispersed quietly 
each one going peaceably home. Per¬ 
haps this can be explained by saying 
| the custom then was the old men to 
take their drams; the boys almost in¬ 
variably refrained from touching it.

Interesting Figures. 

Up-to-Date Farming: All of our| 
counties were not represented 
meeting in Lexington of the 24th, and 
consequently some were not reported 
until the next duy, but from the re¬ 
ports made on the 24th we had 72,000 j 
acres of tobacco already pledged, out 
of a total estimated acreage of 138,000, 
which is a little over 52 per cent. On 
the following day the reports which 
came in swelled our total to about 
80,000 acres. This acreage is not exact, 
for the reason that many planters are 
not yet able to say the exact amount 
that they will put in this year, and 
consequently sign for their whole crop, 
without stating what it will be. On 
this account the acreage will be great¬ 
ly in excess of 80,000. This great vie-1 
tory has surprised even ourselves, and 
the announcement of it on the 25th at 
the monster barbecue which the hospi¬ 
table citizens of Fayette county ex¬ 
tended us, created the wildest enthusi- 


Why Bryan Is Popular. 


It might not be amiss to mention the 
counties that stood best on the report 
of pooled acreage. While it is drawing 
comparisons to which some might take 
exception, yet it is so early in the sea¬ 
son that any county not mentioned has 
ample opportunity to catch up or pass 
those now in the lead. Harrison county : 
claims the the largest percentage, 
which is 91 910; Clark county comes 
next with 89 3-10; Carroll county has 
pooled over 100 per cent, of her last 
year's acreage, and is evidently near 
the top, but as she did not report the 
acreage to be grown this year it is im¬ 
possible to give her an exact standing; 
Owen county, too. is doubtless near 
the top of the list, but her delegate did 
not reach the meeting in time to make 
a report; Anderson reported 85 per 
cent.; Robertson,. 88; Scott, 81; Trim¬ 
ble, 86; and Gallatin. Grant, Henry, 
Pendleton and Washington over 70 per 
cent. each. The largest pooled acreage 
is in Scott, which claims 5,500, with 
Owen second with 5,000, and Harrison 
third with 4,781.

Mr. Bn an was the pathfinder 1 
to the true admiration and love of the 
American people by advocating those 
things, which President Roosevelt has j 
won popularity on, by putting into | 
laws. Stand the men up side by side . 
and they are really as much alike po- j 
litieally as Siamese twins, except in [ 
party affiliation. They are not only 
alike in what they advocate, but in | 
what they are. They are both intense- I 
ly patriotic ami put their country 
above their party. They are both 
strictly honest. What they say they [ 
mean, and they are both equally deter¬ 
mined and poative These are quali¬ 
ties that all Americans love and Deny>- 
crats are able to see Bryan's attributes 
in Roosevelt and Republicans are able 
to see Roosevelt’s qualities in Bryan. 

The great issue upon which Mr. 
Roosevelt's popularity rests in his de¬ 
termined opposition to the abuses of 
special priviledges and to corporation 
rule.

As Mr. Bryan has had j 
much to <M> with making President 
Rnoseve't popular, by furnishing the 
issues upon which his popularity rests, 
so the President has had much to do 
with making Mr. Bryan popular, by 
showing that these principles can be 
incorporated into laws, so as to be 
helpful rather than hurtful to the 
people.

MENDING GLASSWARE. 


Because glassware, china and bric- 
a-brac get broken is no reason for 
throwing It away, for unless some of 
the pieces are lost they can be patch¬ 
ed and glued together «ml made to 
look like new If one Is cureful to fit 
the edges closely together, says the 
nttsbnrg leader. 

They should lie practical for use. too.. 
If water or liquids are uot'left stand¬ 
ing in them. Clear glass Is the most 
I difficult of these to mend because It 
must be done so expertly to prevent 
! ’>‘e crack from showing The best 
kind of glue for clear glass Is made 
from a solution of two ounces of Isin- 
j glass and half a pint of gin jionred 
into an o|»eii mouthed bottle and set 
In the sun until It dissolves It should 
be shaken well every day and liefore 
being used should be stralued through 
a clean lawn cloth. When ready for 
the gluing the brokeu glass pieces 
tfhotild l>e well washed in hot suds, es- , 
pectally on the edges, dried, and then 
with a small camel's hair brush the 
foment should be put on the edges of 
both pieces, and when they are nicely 
ittPd together ruhtier bauds or clean 
strips of cloth should Is- bandaged 1 
tightly a round them to bold the edges 
well together until the glue dries. If I 
the cement v has lieen properly made ' 
the break should really uot Is- visible 1 
wheu dry. for the reason many cracks - 


look jagged when mended la because 
the edges have not been well joined, 
and bubbles of air getting In reflect 
the light, making the fogged, broken 
lines glaringly apparent. 

Brtc-a brut- that Is part metal and 
glass should not be so difficult to fix 
over, particularly where the two ma¬ 
terials meet, for often a paste of sifted 
plaster of parts mixed with the beaten 
white of an egg will make theta as 
strong and good as new. This wort 
must be done quickly, for within flvo 
minute* after putting it on the pieces 
it hardens and holds the metal and 
glass or china tightly togetter. Two 
metal piece* should be mended with 
solder To do this the edges should 
first be carefully dusted, washed if 
they are very dirty, and rosin brushed 
over them. Then when fitted well to¬ 
gether and tied In place a stick W 
solder should be laid above the brea^ 
and a hot Iron brought down lightly! 
on It. When the aolUer cools the melt- - 
ed rosin may lie removed with a cloth 
dipped In alcohol.
